He immediately 
instructed Capt. Pickel of the Carondelet 
district to detail an armed force to guard 
the southern entrances to the city and ar- 
rest the d&ésperadoes should they attempt 
to enter. 

Sergt. Bauer and a patrol were assigned 
to this duty. To Officer Manion was dele- 
gated the patrolling of the Iron Mountain 
yards, and Officer Follen was told off to 
guard the district south of Robert avenue. 
A squad of armed men was distributed 
along the Lemay road. Others took up 
watch at the wagon bridges, the street car 
tracks and patrolled the Iron Mountain 
tracks and the levee. 

There is not an avenue into the city in 
the southern district through which 4 
horseman could enter where he would not 
instantly be detected and halted. 

All suspicious persons are halted as they 
cross the line between e city and the 
county, and if they are not al in town 
the fugitives will have to a wide de- 
tour to enter in —

SCENE OF CHASE 
SHIFTS TO POTOSI 


The scene of the possible location of the 
Union bank robbers has shifted to Potosi, 
in Washington County, about forty miles 
southeast of Union. Two jaded horses 
were found there early Monday morning. 
The horses answer the description of 
those taken from John Armstead, the 
Staunton farmers, by Bill Rudolph and Fred 
Lewis Saturday. The horses were taken 
to Potosi, where they are held for identifi- 
cation. 

Sheriff Higginbotham of Washington 
County, has organized a posse to scour the 
country in the neighborhood of Potosi. 
The posse went toward Palmer, a small 
place about ten miles southeast of Potosi. 
The Rudolphs formely lived there, and it 
is thought likely that Bill Rudolph and 
Lewis headed in that direction to seek the 
protection of friends. 

The hurses were found at the side of the 
country road leading to Irondale and Bis- 
marck at 7 o’clock Monday morning by 
William Skiles, a lead miner. His attention 
was attracted by a saddle lying in the 
road. A short distance away he discovered 
the two horses, so tired they could scarcely 
walk. They bore evidence of having been 
desperately driven, and were covered with 
.@ marke of whip and spur. 

One of the animals is a dark sorrel mare. 
the other a light bay horse. Not far from 
them lay two saddles, one of the old Texas 
cowboy type and the other a flat ridins 
saddie. With them were two blind bridles, 
with ropé, reins and a heavy halter. 
Alles led the horses to the home of a 
farmer near by, and reported his find at 
me mine, from which place the sheriff was 


notified.

The detectives who have been sweating 
Esther Rudolph in the jail at Union suc- 
ceeded: in securing from her the admission 
that Bill Rudolph and Lewis left the Ru- 
dolph home at 4 p. the day before the 
robbery of the Bank of Union, and returned 
the following morning about 7 o'clock. Bill 
Rudolph had a pair of blue overalls tied 
at the bottoms of the legs and filled with 
something thrown over his shiulder. After 
that, the men had plenty of money. 

The elder Rudolph and Lewis, she said, 
went to De Soto and rented a house, . 
ning to go there to live. 

It was reported that Cashier Hoffman of 
the Bank of Union had found $90,000 of the 
stolen notes at the Rudolph houge. Mr. 
Hoffman (mies that any of the securities 
have been found. 

The body of Charles J. Schumacher, the 
murdered detective, has been taken to Chi- 
cago, where it will be interred in Calvary 
Cemetery. The remains were accompanied 
by the widow, James S. Prindiville, his 
father-in-law, Miss Margaret Prindiville 
and Joseph Schumacher.

The fact 
is the deep breathing will so increase your 
energy that you will want to take up 
some more violent exercise to dissipate 
that surolus ene: gy. 

„The exercise is easily explained. All it 
amounts to is the keeping of your mue- 
cles at a tense strain for a few seconds 
Then you gradually relax them. That its 
all. But when you apply this to all the 
muscles of your body you will find that 
the effort will make you tired in a very 
brief time. 

To illustrate: Begin with your right 
hand. Hold it out at arm’s length and 
close it as hard as you can. Hold it thus 
with every muscle in it as tense as pos- 
sible, at first for a second, then for as 
long a period as you can. Then open it, 
relaxing it entirely, so that it falls help- 
lees at your side. That is the whole ex- 
ercise so far as the hand is concerned. 


Next extend the exercise to your right 
arm. Extending it at full length or let- 
ting it hang by your side, keep it as tense 
as possible, and then relax the muscles. 
After you have done this twice you will 
note that every fiber and muscle in your 
hand and arm are tingling wtih the effort. 
And yowll find, too, that your whole 
arm {is warm. That is because the effort 
has quickened the circulation of the blood. 
Now if you practice this for a week you'll 
be amazed to find that your forearm par- 
ticularly has become hard and that your 
grip te something to boast of. 

In a few weeks your whole arm will 
have improved in appearance and strength.
